Sheriff T. Ralph Grimes ac- 
cepted Cromer’s transfer request 
“in the interest of harmony in 
the present controversy.”’ 

Grimes immediately appointed 
Carl W. Smithwick as chief jailer 
land transferred Cromer to the 
post Smithwick held as chief of 
deputies assigned to Fulton Svu- 
perior Court. 


The change, to be made within 
24 hours, is the outgrowth of in- 
icidents at the jai which included 
the escape of two youthful pris- 
oners and the arsenic poisoning 
of another.

“If you see these early _ hall- 
marks of genius in your child,” 
said Mrs. O'Neil, ‘‘remember 
that parental pride may be col- 
oring your judgment. Have him 
tested by a good psychological 
clinic. Most cities and virtually 
all universities have them. The 
test will cost you about $25.” 

A score above 130, and par- 
ticularly a score near 150, means 
you are the parent of an “‘ex- 
ceptional”’’ child. This is Mrs. 
O'Neil’s advice: 

“Put him in a school where 
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the teachers understand and can 
handle gifted students. This does 


not necessarily mean an expen-._- 


sive private school. Some cities 
—Portland, Ore.; is an exam- 


ple — have excellent pub- 
lic schools for gifted children. 
Others have special classes in 
the regular public schools, 
where the curriculum is adjust- 
ed and enriched to give the 
bright student the challenge he 
must have to do well.” 

“Don't exploit him. Many par- 
ents satisfy their own egos by 
parading the accomplishments 
of a gifted child before their 
friends. This tends to make him 
arrogant and self-centered, and 
complicates his problem of get- 
ting accepted by his peers. 


NEEDS MORE LOVE 


“A gifted child needs more 
love and warmth than the aver- 
age child, because he has more 
tensions and anxieties. But do 
not let him lead you around by 
the nose. Discipline — the same 
kind of even, good-tempered dis- 
cipline you would use for any 
other child — is one of the 
things he needs most. 

“Don’t try \to channel his 
genius into one particular field 
too soon. An early proficiency 
in music doesn’t mean he's go- 
ing to be a composer. The gift- 
ed child usually has latent tal- 
ents in a dozen fields. Expose 
him to all kinds of knowledge 
and culture in a matter-of-fact 
way, and let his horizons ex- 
pand naturally.’’
